No confirmation can be obtained of 
the repert from London that the 
United States government has made 
representations to the British Foreign 
Office in regard to a second attack on 
the Venezuelan fort. It is obvious that 
the renewal of the bombardment of 
Fort San Carlos by the German naval 
force has created a feeling of mdigna- 
tion throughout American circles, Some 
officers do not hesitate to say openly 
that the Germans have gone teo far, 
and this view is. shared by nearly ev- 
ery man of prominence connected with 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment. That the Germans have .not 
violated the letter of their rights in 
carrying out coercive measures against 
Venezuela is practically admitt by 
the administration, but it is ain- 
tained that they have violated the 
spirit of assurance given to this gov- 
ernment in-.regard to the mild char- 
acter of the coercive measures to be 
applied to Venezuela. 
The feeling that the United States 
government has been trifled with by 
Germany is becoming very general 
among administration officers, who see 
in the drastic operations of the im- 
perial squadron a purpose to defy the 
principles of the Monroe doctrine. 
For the present, however, no of- 
ficial action is likely to be taken by 
the government. - The situation was 
likened today to that before the war 
with Spain, when friction with Spain 
because of dissatisfaction over its 
course in Cuba was created by the 
sentiment of the American people.

The action 6f the German. war- 
ships in bombajding Fort San Carlos, 
“Im Venézuela, has the appearance: of 
an act of unjustified aggression. Ex- 
planations are in. order, and they

son whatever has been assigned for 
these acts of. War againet Venezuela. 


German Navy Department profess pro- 
found ignorance as to the cause of the 
assaults. Advices from London throw 
no light upon the matter. Dispatches 
from the scene of operations are very 
| meager, but the earlier reports of the’ 
bombardment have ‘been confirmed. 
Berlin declares that “no orders were 
given to bombard the ’fort.” A dis- 
patch from the German capital de- 
‘clares that “the Foreign Office regrets 
extremely that it is unable to publish 
a report on the subject, due to the 
fact that it is. wholly without infor- 
mation, through defective means of 
communication by way of Curacao and. 
owing to the German Consul at Ma- 


by cable to the authorities ‘at Ber- 
} lin.” It is added that “the Foreign 
Office does not even know what was 
the purpose of the Panther in. its first 
action against Fort San Carlos.” — 
It will probably occur’ to most per-. 
sons that it is the business of the Gér- 
man Foreign Office to know about 
these matters; to know exactly -what 
action its ships of war are taking in. 
Venezuelan wate and to have full 
and definite copalshe of the motives 
which are back.of whatever action is 
taken. If the German government is 
not back of the aggressive action of 
its warships in Venezuelan waters, 
then the commander of those warships 
is acting on his own initiative, and 
mfist be held responsible for the con- 
sequences of his acts. 
_ It is most unfortunate—not to use 
a harsher term—that these fresh ag- 
gressions should have occurred at a 
lime when arrangements were well 


Venezuela. The raising of the block-. 
ade was in sight, and everything indi- 
cated an early and satisfactory settle- 
ment of the trouble, when the news 
came of the German attack pen San 
Carlos. That this apparently unpro- 
voked and unwarranted act of war 

ill complicate the situation seems 
certain. Uniess the German govern- 
ment can offer some satisfactory ex- 
planation, it may bring about compli- 
cations more serious than anybody 
cares to discuss at the present junc- 
ture. 

One of the probable results, in the’ 
absence of an acceptable explanation 
from Berlin. will be the withdrawal 
of Great Britain. from the alliance 
with Germany. English sentiment is 
probably summed up pretty accurately 
by the St. James Gazette, which re- 
pudiates the aggressiveness of the 
Germans and expresses the belief that 
“the Americans: will understand that 
the German proceedings are as little 
approved by the British as by them- 
selves.” 

At all events, explanations from 
Germany are in order. It is to be 
hoped that they will be. forthcoming,. 
with. as little delay as possible, and 
that they will be in all respects satis- 
factory. The Venezuelan situation is 
complicated enough already, without 
unnecessarily complicating it any 
further. |

‘Percolation is so 
rapid and capillary movement so slow 
that the soil below the feed pipe will 
be soggy and sour before the up-draw- 
ing capillaries have acted near the 
ground surface. 

Under furrow irrigation the streams 
must be as close as four feet to each 
Other to thoroughly saturate the soil. 
Then the idea that one big pipe lead- 
ing between two.rows of trees would 
irrigate thoroughly is absurd, when 
the slowness of capillary action is 
observed. To lay the pipes closer 
would increase the cost and be of still 
doubtful efficiency. Sub-irrigation as 
practiced in the unscientific applfances 
noted in two or three orchards is a 
wasteful method of soil moistening, 
requiring much more water than that 
of the surface plan. Again, do not fol- 
low fads. A system of sub-irrigation 
has been described in The Times that 
has merit, but it is not the clumsy 
meth in vogue in several neighbar- 
hoods ‘now. With a drainage feature 
for the wet season and the irrigation 
feature for the dry, there might be 
som> value, but the principle is ‘well 
established that nitrification in most 
solls takes piace only near the surface, 
and rc *: germination is not active far 
beneath th> surface.

THE ORCHARD. 
New Scheme Evolved to Use Ripe Fruit. 

The Macen Telegraph points out a 
new way to utilize the surplus of the 
Georgia fruit crop. . 

The newest form of presorving frul' 
is to put it up in the form of bricks, 
which are either rectangular or dis®- 
shaped. They are about the cons st- 
ency of 2 soft gu:indrop, and, bring 
composed largely of sugar, they hoid 
the flavor of the strawberries, peaches, 
pears, plums or what not adinirabir. 
These bricks will soon be on the mar- 
ket in large quantities from Califor- 
nia, experiments in their manufacture 
having attained final success. They 
are made by bolling down the frult 
until the desired consistency is reached, 
when the mixture is poured into pans’ 
and permitted to dry slowly for ten 
hours, being guentuaite cut into suit- 
able pieces and wrapped in the manner 
described. They will keep in perfectly 
condition for years.

“Everybody agrees that Oklahoma 
ought, on score of population, to be- 
come a State. lt is almost as well 
agreed that her boundaries should 
eventually include (ndian Territory, or 
we shall ultimately have two States of 
smail area in a region where large 
States have become the established 
rule. The two tepritories combined 
would make @ State smailer than any 
other west of the Mississippi except 
Louisiana. But if the plans for, com- 
bining them are not now Iinsisted‘on, it 
is doubtful if this can ever be done. 
Utah might have been consolidated 
with Nevada, before it was admitted 
to Statehood, but it is now too late to 
suxgest such a thing, ft is consequently 
of the utmost importance that the 
question of territorial boundaries shoul! 
be settled before klahoma is admitted 
to the Union. 

“The two Territories on the Mexican 
boundary ought to be either made into 
one State, or compelled to wait for ad- 
mission."’

MELROSE QUIVERS 
“UNDER THE STRAIN. 


IKE the siende? human band of 

stee! that he is, Norman 

yesterday trembled under the strain 
of tragedy. He quivered, 
but he did not break. He is about the 
most remarkable mansiayer ever in the 
County Jail. Tuesday evening in the 
village of Acton, he slew W. 
Broome. 

The killing was done without show of 
fury, and with few words, Melrose 
firmiy warning the eyewitnesses to keep 
their distahee, and afterward he picked 
up his wheelbarrow and his victim's 
shotgun, and sauntered to his home 
with absolute composure. The witnesses 
carried the corpse into a house in awe, 
but none ventured near Melrose’s house, 
After two hours of unmolested prepara- 
Melrose and his wife drove 
twenty-five nriles from the scene to find 
@ constable to surrender-to. He said he 
killed in self-defense. 

Facing the town with an air that can 
only be described as lordly, Melrose re-. 
turned to the inquest Wednesday after- 
noon. He simply commanded the atten- 
tion and respectful deference of the vis- 
iting ace officers: his neighbors re- 
garded him with awe, but did not speak 
to him nor cross his path. The non- 
chalance and indifference with which he 
discussed the tragedy and toldvhis story 
were remarkable. He laughed, smok 
and dined with the officers, apparently 
at perfect ease.

EW PROSPECTIVE OIL 
FIELD TO THE FRONT. 


TWENTY THOUSAND ACRES IN THIS 
COUNTY LOCATED. 


Men Will Oppose Adoption of Higher 
Flash Test for Fuel Oil—Stock Mar- 


ket Improving. 


Local speculators have discovered 
what they believe to be one of the 
most promfsing oi! fields in this ceunty. 

The new district lies some thirty-five 
miles southeast of Palmdale on the 
Southern Paciic in a mountainous 
country on the north slope of the 
Coast Range. Mineral locations cover- 
ing over 20,000 acres of territory have 
“just been filed, and as soon as capita) 
can be raised the new field will be 
prospected for oll, that is delleved to 
exist In large quantities. ox 

F. A. Marcher, J. E. Lane, the 
.Southern Cross Ol] Company and the 
Big Rock Ol Company, all of this 
city, are behind the scheme. Mr. 
Marcher. alone controls 10,000 acres of 
territory located, and has already en- 
listed the cotiperation of eastern cap- 
ital in an enterprise that if carried 
out will assure the thorough prospect- 
ing of the district. 

Indications of oll are found in the 
form of shale, sandstone and conglom- 
erate There are no seepage’ in the 
field, and this fact is regarded as an 
excellent Indication going to prove 
that the deposit of oll believed to exist 
below the surface is intact. Along 
Big Rock Creeks the shale croppings are 
immense, and analysis would indicate 
that if oil is found it will be of a light 
gravity. 

F. A. Marcher stated yesterday that

The 
policy of the national government 
should be to aid irrigation in the sev- 
eral States and Territories in = such 
manner as will enable the people in 
the local communities to’help them- 
selves and as will stimulate needed re- 
forms in the State laws and regula- 
tions governing irrigation. We 
are not at the starting point of this 
development. Over two hundred mill- 
ions of private , capital has already 
been expended in the construction of 
irrigation works and many million 
acres of arid land reclaimed. A high 
degree of enterprise and ability has 
been shown in the work itself, but As 
much cannot be said in reference to 
the laws relating thereto. The security 
and value of the homes created depend 
largely on the stability of titles to wa- 
ter, but the majority of these rest on 
the uncertain foundation of court de- 
cisions rendered in ordinary suits at 
law. With a few creditable exceptions, 
the arid States have failed to provide 
for the certain and just division of 
streams in times of scarcity. Lax and 
uncertain Jaws have made it possible 
to establish rights to water in excess 
of actual uses or necessities, and many 
streams have already passed into pri- 
vate ownership or a control equivalent 
to ownership. Whoever controls a 
stream practically controls the land it 
renders productive, and the doctrine of 


private ownership .of water, apart 
from land, cannot prevail without 
causing enduring wrong. .... 


‘In 
the arid Gtates the only right to water 
which should be recognized ia that of 
use. In irrigation this right should 
attach to the land reclaimed and be 
inseparable therefrom. Granting per- 
petual water rights to other than users 
without compensation to the public is 
open to all. the objections which apply 
to giving away perpetual franchises to 
the public utilities of cities. A few of 
the Western States have already  rec- 
ognized this, and have incorporated in 
their constitutions the doctrine of per- 
petual State ownership of water. =o ta 
The larger development which national 
aid secures should, however, awaken 
in every arid State the determination 
to ynake its irrigation system equal in 
justice and effectiveness to that of any 
country in the civilized world.” 

No one can reasonably Geny the jus- 
tice of the strictures upon the exist- 
ing laws as applied to this State, or 
the soundness of the views of the 
President as expressed in this message, 
as to the kind of laws needed. The 
commission by which this bill was 
prepared had these suggestions in 
mind, and endeavored to frame, and 
believe it h&s framed, a bill in strict 
conformity to them, and which should 
be satisfactory to the national govern- 
ment and our own people. If they 
have failed in any respect, let the en- 
lightened, public-spirited § citizens of 
the State join hands in an effort to 


perfect the law and make it satisfac.

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 22.—In the

Several times the gossips 


had matters settled even to the iden- 


tity of the young lady whom they 


would have Carlos lead to the aitar, 


but each time they were doomed to 
disappointment.

ARDENA ALFALFA 
FIELDS EXTENDED. 


Manager of Creamery Makes State- 
ment of Successful Resistance Against 
Boycott Threatened Because He Would 
not Refuse Butter to Certain Dealers. 


GARDENA, Jan. 22.—While the pow- 
ers are conspiring to change the map of 
Europe, the prosperous tillers of the 
eoi] about Gardena are making numer- 
ous changes in the geography of the al- 
falfa patches and of the strawberry 
beds. 


About fifty acres which have been in 
strawberrigs will this yeaf be seeded to 
alfalfa. The loss of strawberry acre- 
age will in part be reduced by the set- 
ting out of twenty-five additional acres 
to strawberries. Tr: fact that fifty 
acres will be taken from the strawber- 
ry area does not mean that the growing 
of the berries has proven unprofitable. 
On the contrary, the returns have been 
s0 great that the people about here 

ly dare to tell more than half the 
truth to their friends under the snow- 
banks back 


Past. 
The reason for the removal] of the 


strawbe vines is tHat it is not advis- 
able to se that variety af small fruit 
more about four years from the 


same land. The strawberry roots do not 
usually penetrate to a depth greater 
than six inches, and within a four-year 
period the surface soll has lost some of 
the important elements, so that straw- 
berries will not do well on it. After 
that the soil needs a rest uf about fif- 
teen years before it has recovered suf- 
ficiently for satisfactory strawberry 
production. A small acreage, however, 
provides employment for a large num- 
ber of people, so it is probable that by 
the time the whole vicinity shall have 
been worked over, the fields first used 


rest so they may be profitably set out 
to that emall fruit again. 

The alfalfa area about Gardena will 
this year be increased by about 100 
acres. Most of the hay produved. from 
that acreage will be fed to stock for 
the production of milk for the cream- 
ery. According to estimates based on 
t present prices of milk and butter, 
the alfalfa fields will yield about $125 
per acre per year in milk. The alfalfa 
roots penetrate to depths ranging from 
ten to fifteen feet, so that fields .ex- 
hausted by strawberry culture afford no 
evidences of exhaustion when in alfalfa. 


RESISTED A BOYCOTT, 


An account of a successful resistance, 
of a threatened boycott is given by R. 
W. Davis, manager of the Gardena 
creamery, who today made the follow- 
ing statement: 
- “Last November I was informed by an 
Official of the Los Angeles Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association that 1 must not fur-. 
nish butter from my a ye to two 
Los Angeles grocers, wh names he 
gave to me. he reason which he gave 
in explanation of this demand was that 
those two grocers were selling my but- 
ter at a profit of 56 cents per roll, while 
other grocers were retailing it »t an ad- 
vance of 10 cents per roll over the 
wholesale price at which I sold. lt. He 
further informed mé that if I rsisted 
in furnishing my butter to those two 
offending grocers I would be boycotted 
by the Hetail Grocers’ Association. I 
told him if that was the asseoctlation’'s 
ultimatum, I should refuse to be bull- 
dozed by the association in that man- 
ner. I explained it as my position that 
when I had disposed of my product at 
the reguiar wholesale price, I would 
not presume to dictaze the price at 
which it should be sold at retail. After 
that several of the retail grocers refused 
té6 handle my butter, but I found no 


difficulty in disposing of al! I could 
make, and I have since learwded that the 
boycott has been called off.”
